He has 
brought his quarter horse stock to such 
a productive level that he now sells his 
prize animals all over the world. 


Not one to go part way in anything 
for which he has a personal enthusiasm, 
he recently purchased a truck line to 
haul his horses about the country 

The glamour of show business does 
little to intrigue Robertson. Unlike 
most personalities, Dale prefers to di 
vorce himself from all the attendant 
glitter that is part of being a celebrity. 
He’s happier checking under the hood 
of a tractor than a sleek sports car 

For years he’s been the most sought 
after western star for public appear- 
ances at rodeos and fairs throughout 
the nation. As a result, he and his 
famed television horse “Jubilee,” which 
Dale raised and trained himself, are 
seldom far apart. When they're not 
together performing before the cameras 
on weekdays, they can be found de- 
lighting the crowds from the center of 
an arena. 

Dale is grateful for all that he has.

“T'll just thank everybody and go 
away,” says Dale philosophically. “I 
came here so’s I could afford to buy a 
ranch.

Doubling and Spinning ...and WHY 


HE uses of spinning and doubling horses are 
great helps to many breakers and trainers. For 
instance, the pony wants to buck, holding 
him up is sometimes mighty hard, but if he can be 
spun or doubled back every time he figures on 
chinning the moon he soon learns to be more 
sociable 
This doubling and spinning, when used right, 
has a quieting effect too. When he gets dizzy he 
usually wants to quit. In fact, getting a horse dizzy 
from spinning is one of the oldest ways to break 
him to ride. Some of the old-time breakers tied a 
horse's head to his tail, then started rubbing him 
with a long light pole. Every time the horse started 
fighting he started spinning. He fought himself, 
and, as a rule, learned his lesson muy pronto 
Another use for spinning and doubling is to 
make him quit trying to run. At the same time he 
can be taught to go lighter on a bit. Try to check 
him lightly with the bit; if he doesn’t slow up 
enough, go down one rein and double him 
back. If he is spun to the left the first time he, 
should be doubled to the right the next time 
Make him spin in both directions. Turn him 
around and around until he wants to quit because 











he’s dizzy; then make him stand for a min- 
ute or so before you case him out. Keep 
after him enough—he'll soon learn to slow 
up when you check which makes him lighter 
on the bit 


In the illustrations the rider is using a 
snaffle with a chin strap which keeps the bit- 
ring from being pulled into the horse's 
mouth. The hand pulling the rein is held 
down low to stay on the bars which causes 
the pony to lower his head. Always remem- 
ber that high hands eect a high head; low 
hands a low head. You put it where you 
want it. 





When having to double or spin one I 
never start spurring or booting him around. 
I see no reason to be busting him in the hay 

-that's his signal, in most cases, to stam- 
pede for the tules, or anyway, get yonderly. 
It took quite a few of these tule — 
to teach me not to go knocking on a horse 
I should’a been lettin’ alone. Me, I'm the 
delicate type. Don't like to have ‘em making 
a tourist out of me through places I don’t 
want to go. Don't want to gct in any more 
sotrms than I have to cither. There was a 
time when I had the two requirements to 
break and train horses—a strong back and a 
weak mind. But, now, since a couple of y-~ 

f , wrecks which busted my back, I'm only

The season began with a few 


classes, but by mid-summer more than 130 pupils were enrolled and three instructors were 


needed daily. Fall and winter classes are now forming, 


inasmuch as Thunderbird has a 


lighted and heated indoor arena, as well as its beautiful wooded trails. 


Quarter horse ranch operators who 
contemplate the establishment of a 
training program may well profit from 
the experience of Thunderbird Ranch, 
Woodstock, Illinois. In full operation 
only since this spring, the ranch had 
done little to promote pleasure classes 
however, all this changed when the 
newspaper, The Herald, in nearby Crys- 
tal Lake carried a picture story about 
the ranch and its general operation. The 
very day that the story appeared .. . the 
telephone began to ring. Mothers were 
calling to ask whether or not their chil- 
dren could take riding lessons. Some 
also asked if they could enroll in classes, 
too 

Owners Jack Thies and Jack Laures 
were quick to realize that they had a 
vast untapped market right at their fin- 
gertips. Class schedules were worked 
out; transportation was arranged, and 
they were in business! 

The result has been the mushrooming 
of the program that they were, in effect, 
forced to establish by popular demand 
until it has well become a major activity 
seeming ly destined for steady growth 
Manager-Trainer Mike Wade has five 
pone organized 6 days each week, and 
the ranch fairly humming. Approxi- 
mately 130 pupils are enrolled for sum 
mer classes and among the nearby towns 
represented are Woodstock, Crystal 
Lake, McHenry, Algonquin, Dundee, 
Harvard, and Barrington. Classes vary 
in size from 5 to no more than 12, de- 
pending on the hour at which they are 
held 

And the classes don’t stop with junior 
horsemen there are adults enrolled, 
too. In fact, adults make up 40% of the 
pupils. Classes begin each day at 9 a.m 
and are held at intervals throughout the 
day; the last class is held at 8 p.m. in 
the lighted arena, just completed in the 
spring 

When the season began, Mike Wade 
was able to handle the classes himself, 
but as news of Thunderbird’s instruc- 
tions and class sessions got around, Mike 
found he needed two assistants. He has 
them in Hank Paratory, who is on the 


staff at Thunderbird, and Miss Libby 
Ehrky, physical education instructor in 
neighboring Crystal Lake High School. 

Most any hour of the day, Thunder- 
bird’s familiar brown station wagon can 
be seen on surrounding highways trans- 
porting pupils to and from the ranch for 
their lessons. Inasmuch as Thunderbird 
has a rolling terrain, as well as wooded 
areas, there are many miles of interest 
ing trails right on the ranch. It is ex 
pected that interest in the classes will 
continue well into the fall . . . and with 
the lighted and heated indoor arena, 
Owners Jack Thies and Jack Laures an 
ticipate that winter classes will also be 
popular 

By mid-winter and early spring Mike 
Wade expects to have his more advanced 
students ready for cutting and reining 
activities. The ranch maintains a herd 
of 30 cattle for training purposes

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HOW A DRILL TEAM CAN PARTICIPATE IN LOCAL COMMUNITY AFFAIRS

Riding Clubs and Mounted Teams will 
find the drills presented in this publication 
useful for precision and colorful group 
riding 


A drill team is a natural participant 
in community affairs. By its very opera- 
tion and organization, it fits admirably 
into programs commemorating an event, 
or honoring some group or individual 
Too, it fits well into an affair in which 
the people just get together to have a 
good time 

A drillmaster and his aides who are 
imaginative—and there are few who are 
not—will develop many drills and other 
activities that are individual to the day 
and program. In the following para- 
graphs I am offering suggestions, based 
on the experience of several drill 
masters, which may start these local 
horse leaders on their planning 

A drill team usually has a field, a 
communications system, an organiza- 
tion for putting on a show, and a means 
of accommodating a crowd. Each of 
these usually is a factor in a local af- 
fair, and the drill team management 
can make any or all of them available 

The drill team can furnish the facili- 
ties for the presentation of a program 
arranged by others and furnished by 
other personnel. Or, it can furnish the 
facilities and, itself, participate in the 
program. Or, if wanted, it can handle 
the whole affair itself 

Usually—but not always—when the 
drill team handles the whole affair, the 
program has some horsey identification 
The affair is to honor some retiring 
leader who has helped in horse affairs, 
or to greet some dignitary who is 
known to be an active horseman, or to 
furnish a salute to the home town in 
general for its interest in the drill 
team. Something like that 

An Award Is Good 

For any of these, one of the most 
natural and one of the most appreciated 
factors can be an award. It is true, 
awards are so numerous as to be almost 
a dime-a-dozen. But, awards from a drill 
team are not numerous; they are rela- 
tively rare, and very welcome. When 
they are given they go up on the walls 
of dens, offices, rumpus rooms and tack 
quarters, to stay there year after year. 

The drill team with which I have been 
identified began giving “Friend of 
Horses” award some ten years ago, and 
now narrow framed award pieces are 
hanging in places in Australia “back 
beyond” to the National Press building 
in Washington and 109 walls between. 

The presentation of an award can fit 
into almost any program. It has been 
given by members of the team riding 
to the railing of a field and passing the 
award sheet over to the honoree; by 
greeting the winner of a trail ride as he 
and his tired mount came down the

final path; by a delegation from the 
team noisily walking, in their high 
heels, into a downtown office and de- 
manding the boss, saying to the pop- 
eyed receptionist, “We want to put 
something into his hands, Girlie. Now, 
spur your horse a little and get us 
to him.” 

The presentation speech can be a 
well-prepared statement by an articu- 
late member of the team, setting out 
what the honoree has done for horses 
and horse people. Or it can be merely 
a dusty-lipped murmur, “We thought 
you'd like this, Ben.” Something like 
the former is preferable, of course. 

If Only Participating 

The team, itself, on an occasion 
honoring a person or event, whether it 
is horsey or not, can quite logically 
participate. If some person is being 
honored, or some group, the team can 
ride to a point and make a salute that 
is logical and appropriate for the oc- 
casion. For this it should go to a point 
before the person or group, and, fol- 
lowing appropriate movement, make a 
salute. This should be done in panto- 
mine usually, because the audience 
could not hear what was being said. 
And really, pantomime is best for a 
drill team, in any event, for an affair 
like this. 

A note of caution: If the team is 
carrying flags, be careful of the use of 
the Stars and Stripes. Check with the 
local Legion post or similar authority 
on where the flag should be carried, 
how it should be dipped, what size it 
should be etc. There are general rules 


line letters at the right of the diagram are only to indicate the letter being formed.) 


on the use of the American flag, but 
also there are local customs and beliefs 
which should be observed. 

The drill team, honoring the person 
or group in a salute should do it with a 
flair. It should not, for instance, ride 
directly across the field or area, make 
its salute and then leave directly. 
Rather, it should pass around the edge 
of the field or area, approach the 
honoree point, execute some special 
movement, do its salute, then do an- 
other movement before leaving. And its 
leaving should be done immediately 
after the execution of the movement, 
the horses and riders going completely 
out of sight of the audience. 

A very impressive salute done late 
last summer in South Dakota for a base- 
ball team that had won a tournament 
for that part of the state followed this 
plan. The baseball players who were 
being honored were grouped at a point 
in deep left-field, the baseball diamond 
being available for the affair, no one 
worrying about the horses’ hoofs 
digging into the ground since the sea- 
son was over. 

The team approached the players in 
a curved single file from the right (the 
players’ left) at a trot, and then came 
into a straight line toward the front of 
the group. When within 60 or 70 feet 
of the players the team, at a whistle 
blast, turned their horses in places to 
the left and, using the head of the line 
as a pivot, did a half circle so that the 
riders then faced the baseball men in a 
line, horses abreast. The captain was 
riding at mid-line and he, at whistle

How to “Ride” Letters or Numerals 

In Tennessee, Iowa, in Montana, and 
one eastern state whose name I don't 
recall, use of the drill team to form 
letters or numerals has been developed. 

The more successful I have seen— 
and participated in—put the team in a 
rectangle, and returned to this forma- 
tion after it had made each letter or 
figure. That is, it started moving along 
as a rectangle of twelve riders. (See 
diagram.) Then, at whistle blast, the 
riders slowed, moved up or to side to 
make the letter or figure, the team pro- 
ceeding forward all the time. Then, the 
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letter formed, the riders 
in those positions 
then fell back into 
tangle, to move as a rectangle for a 
few seconds, until the next whistle 
blast and formation of the next letter 
or numeral 

It is quite helpful in riding out let 
ters or numerals if there is a public 
address system which can give the de- 
tails of what the team is doing. Other 
wise, persons in the audience at varied 
angle of sight, might not understand the 
formations. The PA voice could say 
something like, “Now, the drill team 
will spell out—in the way that only a 
drill team can—the nickname of the 
baseball team we are honoring. The 
team will do this as it moves around 
the field. First the team is in a sort 
of block or rectangle, as you see, 
then at a whistle blast a letter will be 
formed. Watch for it .. . There, see the 
riders moving into position to make the 
capital letter A . . . See it. A capital A, 
with the top in the direction the team 
is going. The A is the first letter of the 
nickname of the baseball team, the 
Arrows. Now, another whistle blast, and

the riders will go back into the block 
or rectangle, and in a few seconds will 
make an R, for the second letter of the 
baseball outfit’s name.” 

Some line of chatter like that will 
make the whole affair easily under 
stood, and will bring in audience par 
ticipation, as it were. In the instance 
of the baseball team, the riders showed 
the score of the winning game “5-3.” 
This was the finale of the show, and 
was an applause-getter 

The drill team riding out letters or 
numerals should get right off the field 
when its work is done, by going into its 
block or rectangle, then swinging off to 
the entrance at a snappy trot or canter 
Otherwise, the departure may be anti- 
climactic. 

Keep in mind, in any participation in 
community affairs, that the non-horsey 
person helping plan the program may 
not realize that drill team movements 
must be short and snappy. No one 
event in which the team participates 
should be longer than five minutes and 
every one should be full of movement— 
no going onto the field and standing 
about.

The All-American Futurity 
This one was really big!

They're moving mountains to expand 
fabulous Ruidoso Downs in New Mex 
ico, but as far as quarter horse breed 
ers are concerned the mountains are 
being replaced by piles of money 

With the possible exception of Los 
Alamitos, Calif., Ruidoso Downs 
more for the quarter racing enthusiast 
than any other track in the county 

And. once the horsemen start talking 
about quarter racing’s first hundred 
grander, the All-American Futurity 
Ruidoso Downs stands all alone 

The second annual All-American was 
backed by a purse of $130,244 
some $13,000 more than the gross purse 
of the 1960 Kentucky Derby, long re 
garded as the most colorful thorough 
bred horse race in existence 

But while C. G. Whitcomb and his 
son, Milo, of Sterling, Colo., were coun 
ting the $65,122.15 won by their world 
record setting colt, Tonto Bars Hank 
in the second renewal of the All-Amer 
ican, Ruidoso Downs owners were plan 
ning next year’s third All-American 

Racing Director Gene Hensley 
majority stockholder in Ruidoso Dowr 
and one of the most vigorous men 
horse racing management today 
he believes the 1961 Labor Day pr« 
entation will carry a purse 
$175,000 

“We call it the $150,000 
ican,” Hensley explained, “because that 
Was our goal when we first 
race. We knew we wouldn't hit it the 
first year (1959), but we honestly ex 
pected that we would have $150,000 for 
1960. Instead we ran into a streak of 
bad luck.” 

The “bad luck Hensley quickly 
added, was an unusually good crop of 
2-year olds. But, let Gene tell the story 

We had enough horses originally 
nominated to reach a purse of $150,000 
provided the usual average of drop 
outs occurred. Then look what hap 
pened 

‘After the colts had been running a 
few months this spring, it became evi 
dent that this was a great crop. Name 
any breeder and he had a colt which 
was graded double A or triple A 

“Breeders who weren't so fortunate 
began to be scared off. By the time it 
was time to run the All-American trials, 
there were 10 eligible colts which had 
run triple A time. With such a fast 
crop, owners stopped eligibility pay 
ments fast. We could get only 18 start 
ers and one of those was a triple A 
colt which was so good his owner paid 
a $6500 penalty fee to start him in the 
trials.” 

The trials were run in two divisions 
with the penalty colt Rebel Cause, 
owned by Wells Fargo TV star Dale 
Robertson, winning one division, and 
Three Deep, a strong Depth Charge

Rebel 
cause, proving the faith of his owner, 
won his heat in :20.7, finishing three- 
quarters of a length in front of the 
fast-closing Tonto Bars Hank. 

During the week between trials and 
Futurity, railbirds who had jammed 
the mountain town resort for a gala 
weekend, argued the merits of Rebel 
Cause, Three Deep and Tonto Bars 
Hank. 

They figured it was a 3-horse race 
despite the fine performances of such 
sprinters as V. L. Pool’s Angie Miss, 
a Go Man Go filly who had won her

division of the Ruidoso Downs Open 
Futurity; Sid Vail’s black Three Bars 
filly, Niggy Bar, also a heat winner in 
the Open Futurity; Clarence Schar 
bauer Jr.'s Depth Charge filly, Mid 
land Miss, still another Open Futurity 
trial winner; a Depth Charge colt named 
Miss Queenie, another Scharbauer bred 
entry and a winner of a 400-yard al 
lowance in .20.8; and E. L. Gosselin’s 
highly regarded Dynago Miss, a Go Man 
Go filly which took the $20,973 first 
money in the Open Futurity 

And, the railbirds knew that in a 
short race such as the All-American 
where the boys were playing for the 
biggest stake ever put up for quarter 
horses, even a couple of maiden entries 
might have a chance. The maidens, of 
course, being the well-bred Mr. Meyers, 
a son of Go Man Go out of the great 
race mare Miss Meyers, and Cinblob, 
the most lightly regarded entry. Cin- 
blob, by Blob’s Boy, is owned by LeRoy 
Spires and Mr. Meyers was part of the 
L. V. Pool entry. 

Colts carried 119 pounds and fillies 
116 

When Futurity Day broke at this ex- 
panding Hondo Valley Paradise, nestled 
7,200-feet high among the Sacramento 
Mountain Peaks of eastern New Mexico, 
the bettors made Rebel Cause the tote 
board favorite as soon as wagering 
opening 

Following Kentucky Derby custom, 
Hensley ordered the windows for the 
All-American opened right after the 
second race. Between races, the odds 
board showed the latest odds 

By mid-afternoon, Rebel Cause had 
been bet down to 6-5, Three Deep was 
practically overlooked at 12-1 and the 
eventual winner was no better than a 
5-1 choice. 

However, as race time approached, 
the smart bettors began to plunge. The 
board switched to 65 on Tonto Bars 
Hank, 5-2 on Rebel Cause, 3-1 on Dy- 
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nago Miss and 10-1 on the flashy Three 
Deep. 

With $44,000 in the till on the big 
race, stewards sweated over a good 
start. But their sweat was for naught. 
At the break, the field got out cleanly 
except for Niggy Bar which appeared 
to stumble to her knees coming out of 
the 2-hole 

At the eighth pole, Richard Lujan 
had Angie Miss on top by a head. But 
moving fast with this Go Man Go filly 
were Rebel Cause and Tonto Bars 
Hank. Close enough for a blanket was 
the rest of the field. 

Curtis Perner fluttered his whip at 
Tonto Bars Hank as the field came in 
front of the grandstand and this great 
son of Tonto Bars Gill responded in 
the same manner which had seen him 
win the Kansas Futurity in record- 
breaking time a few weeks before 

Three Deep made a last-effort chal- 
lenge, but at the wire it was Tonto 
Bars Hank by two open lengths over 
Three Deep 

Press Box observers thought the race 
was a shade slow, but they were proven 
wrong seconds later when the tote 
board flashed the time of .20.2 seconds 
It tied Tonto Bar Hank’s own world 
record for 2-year-old colts. And, as the 
race Was run against a slight headwind 
there is little doubt that the record 
will be recognized by the American 
Quarter Horse Assn

It cost each owner $2,000 to keep his 
entry eligible for the trials. All, that 
is, except Dale Robertson, who paid 
$6,500 in penalty fees to start Rebel 
Cause. 

Hensley said next year the track will 
boost the added money by $5,000. A 
larger number of nominees could push 


the purse to $175,000. One-hundred and | 
thirty-seven yearling nominees re- 


mained eligible for the fourth payment 
due Sept. 1. By comparison, there were 
only 87 eligible at this point in the 
payment schedule a year ago. 

“This race shows how much faith the 
breeders have in their programs,” Hen- 
sley said. “It takes guts for horsemen 
who are breeding stock to run for fairly 
smali purses to put up $2,000 for a 
crack at just one race.” 

Hensley paused. Slowly a big smile 
broke over his weather-beaten face. 
Then he said:

“ Pony Express 


By F. LELAND ELAM On last 


July 19th the nation they 
helped weld paused to remember this 
dramatic hour of adventure in Amer- 
ica’s history by inaugurating the cen 
tennial rerun of the Pony Express be- 
tween these two same cities 

In the 18 months the Pony Express 
carried the mail as the war clouds 
gathered over the Mason-Dixon line to

tween Sacramento, California, and St 
Joseph, Missouri, in 1860

bind the Union, Atlantic to the Pacific, 
with speedy communication. It required 
80 riders, 400 horses and the same 
number of relay stations with three 
fourths of the route being uninhabited 
Indian infested country 

This project that cost the operators, 
Russell, Majors and Waddell $30,000 a 
month, and virtually broke their firm, 
was replaced by the completion of the 
trans-continental telegraph October 24, 
1861. But its life was so dramatic that 
it has gone down as one of America’s 
outstanding historical events, and it 
brought to its centennial one of the 
most outstanding horse participation 
events the world has probably ever 
seen. 

Colonel Waddell F. Smith, of San 
Rafael, California, a greatgrandson of 
Waddell, one of the founders, devoted 
the last 11 years to the aggrandizement 
of the Pony Express. The fruition of 
his dreams was climaxed at 7 p.m. the 
evening of July 19th when he rode the 
first relay of the east bound centennial 
Pony Express from the Western term- 
inus at 2nd and Jay Streets in Sacra- 
mento, through a gigantic horse parade, 
to Sutter’s Fort 


Each of the Pony Express riders were pre- 
sented a Bible just as the original riders 
were. At left is former Lieutenant Governor 
of California, Harold Powers, and at right, 
Dr. Roger Daniels of Sacramento, both look- 
ing over their Bibles. 
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“It was the thrill of my life,” he said 
later. “Never will I forget the feel of 
the mail carrying mochila as I placed 
it on the saddle, mounted, and with a 
wave was away at a gallop to start the 
re-enactment of what was no doubt one 
of the truly great historical events in 
America.” 

But there had been much going on 
before this epic in Waddell’s life. Early 
that morning a packet of mail had been 
delivered from the old Mills Pony Ex 
station east of Sacramento to 
Mather Air Force Base and a jet plane 
flew it east to St. Joseph in time for a 
gala celebration in that city designed to 
send off the first relay rider on the 
westward journey 

That morning at 11 a.m. a celebra 
tion dedicating a 4 cent Pony Express 
commemorative stamp by Postmaster 
General Arthur E. Summerfield at his 
toric Sutter’s Fort followed at 
noon by a luncheon at which he was 
principal speaker, and where he ad 
ministered the oath to the California 
riders, following their introduction 

It was 6:30 that evening when a 
festival of historical transportation 
started near the Western terminus of 
the Pony Express and found its final 
expression in a gala 400 head horse 
parade that depicted a wide variety 
of horse transportation right out of the 
West's past 

It was through this parade that Smith 
rode eastward to Sutter's Fort and 
turned the mochila of mail over to 
B. G. Sims. It was but a few feet to 
where one of the most dramatic events 
of the rerunning of the Pony Express 
took place 

Sims rode to the front of the Sutter 
Hospital, the horse bowed, and Sims 
rose in salute to a man seated in a 
wheelchair on second floor balcony 
That man was James H. Phillips, Presi- 
dent of California State Horseman's 
Association, who but a few days before 
had entered the hospital critically ill, 
and who less than a month later was to 
pass on to a greater reward in the 
world beyond 

It was Phillips, who as California 
Operations Chairman, and National 
Operations Chairman for the Pony Ex- 
press was directly responsible for or- 
ganizing the 1,000 horses and 1,000 men, 
the route over which they carried the 
mail, and the schedule for the relaying, 
so that there was not a mishap to a 
man or horse, and mai! was delivered to 
the scheduled minute at both Sacra- 
mento and St. Joseph. 

The work of Phillips in making the 
centennial a success was lauded time 
after time by the press and by all of- 
ficials and riders who participated. 

“Words cannot express the gratitude 
we have for Jim Phillips’ part in the 
celebration,” said Postmaster Kenneth 
Hammaker of Sacramento, who was 
chairman of the Sacramento end of the 
celebration. “It was very disappointing 
to him that he was unable to be in on 
the ceremonies.” 

This east bound pause of the rider 
before him was a poignant moment for 
Phillips, just as it was a sad one for

bunch of Indian warriors. He knew 
that in a big pow-wow in Sacramento 
Summerfield had met with Chief Harry 
Winnemucca and Elder Mark Jones of 
the Paiute Indian tribe of Nevada and 
they had shook hands after the Chief 
promised there would be no attacks on 
riders by his tribe. It was soon dis 
covered Powers was chased by white 
men dressed and skin colored to repre 
sent Indians 

With dispatch the mochila of mail 
was changed from Powers’ horse to that 
of Lieutenant Governor Rex Bell of 
Nevada, and in true western movie 
style typical of Bell’s former days in 
the movies, he and the horse galloped 
away through the crowd, but not before 
they had pivoted in a last salute to the 
large Pony Express statue that had 
just been unveiled and to the hundreds 
of persons who were cheering him 

In the meantime the riders from the 
east were progressing and the many 
celebrations in the towns along the 
route were fast taking shape. There 
was a brief ceremony at Genoa, Ne 
vada's oldest town as Bell passed 
through; and a celebration in Carson 
City. In Salt Lake City there were 12 
days of Pony Express Celebration, 
climaxed on July 25th when the west 
bound pony was welcomed at their 
Replica Log Cabin Pony Express Monu 
ment, and culminating in a two hour 
parade in which hundreds of horses 
and old time vehicles were the feature 

At Fort Bridger in Wyoming there 
was a big celebration, including a pag 
eant to fete the Pony Express rider the 
evening of July 23rd. The affair 
centered in historic old Fort Bridger 

In Fort Casper, Green River and Fort 
Laramie, Wyoming, there were appro 
priate celebrations. In Laramie the 
celebration was on July 25th in co 
operation with the National Parks 
Service honoring the Pony Express 
There was a historical program fea 
turing Governor Hickey of Wyoming 
Secretary of Interior Fred E. Seaton 
and Conrad L. Wirth, Director of the 
National Park Service 

Julesburg, Colorado, had a special 
celebration for it was from here that a 
side trip Pony Express ride was made 
to the National Boy Scout Jamboree in 
Colorado Springs, with a special letter 
to the scouts from President Dwight 
Eisenhower 

A month long centennial celebration 
in Gothenburg, Nebraska, was the long 
est of any program designed to feature 
the commemoration of the Pony Ex 
press. It was climaxed by a historical 
pageant presented daily from July 17 
to 23rd. Kearney and Minden, Nebraska, 
held a joint 9-day celebration, and 
Lexington, Nebraska, and Marysville, 
Kansas, held special ceremonies, pa- 
rades and pageants to revive Pony Ex- 
press history. Marysville also opened a 
new Pony Express Museum. 

Thus across eight states the modern 
day Pony Express riders were honored, 
and the riders of the 1860’s were

honored as many monuments and com- 
memorative plaques were erected. One 
monument built at the site of a Pony 
Express station in Elko, Nevada, was 
dedicated by Chief U. S. Justice Eari 
Warren, who interrupted a fishing trip 
to drive 75 miles through rugged coun- 
try to mark the historical event. 

As the riders made their relays 
across the plains states the swift horses 
lathered rapidly in the hot July sun, 
and in the meantime the east bound 
riders through California, Nevada, and 
Utah, fought temperatures that were 
100 degrees and over 

On the morning of July 25th two 
thin dust trails snaked over the rolling 
hills of Wyoming high on the Con- 
tinental Divide heading toward a his- 
toric meeting. The trails met just three 
miles east of Historic South Pass City 
and the east and west bound riders 
slowed their ponies to a canter and 
saluted each other, then galloped on to 
maintain the strict time schedule 

They were 19-year-old Alex Mc- 
Dougall of Lander, Wyoming, a mail 
carrier in the United States Senate 
building in Washington, and 50-year-old 
Bill Kicklin, deputy sheriff of Fremont 
County. They met between two of the 
original Pony Express stations, Pacific 
Springs and Burnt Ranch. 

As the west bound riders came into 
California they again were greeted with 
a series of celebrations, but despite the 
uproars of welcome that greeted them 
along the historic route the relay riders 
into Sacramento were on time. 

Tony, the horse that carried the mail 
on the first relay eastward 10 days be- 
fore now carried Alexander Ergo 
Majors III, a great-grandson of Majors, 
one of the founders of the Pony Ex- 
press, to the 2nd and Jay Street Termi- 
nal 

In any major event like the Pony 
Express celebration there is always at 
least one real star. This time it was 
not a person but the 14-year-old gelding 
palomino, Tony, owned by James Phil- 
lips 

When the final lap was completed in 
the westward run in Sacramento, Tony 
had made his fourth appearance in the 
celebration. He was the horse used in 
relaying a presidential message from 
the Mills’ Pony Express station to 
Mather Air Force Base, where it was 
taken by jet plane to St. Joseph. 

His second appearance was the first 
relay starting from 2nd and Jay Streets, 
when Waddell Smith mounted to take 
the mail to Sutter’s Fort. 

On the last day of the run toward 
Sacramento the palomino was used by 
Lauren Upson, a relative of the second 
rider out of Sacramento in 1860, in the 
first relay from Lake Tahoe to Sacra- 
mento. He was then placed in a trailer 
and taken to Sacramento where he was 
used on the last relay. 

Tony has been instrumental in lead- 
ing the Sacramento County Sheriff's 
Posse to several state championships 
when Phillips was drill master and 
captain of the posse. 

While Tony’s master was lying ill in 
a hospital it was Phillips’ daughter, 
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Dr. Robert C. Goulding, president of the Sacramento County Horsemen's Association, gal 
ps into Meyers Station where a relay of the mail was made to David Jay. At Goulding’s 
rear is a Highway Patrol Car protecting him, and at the front is a El Dorado County 
Sheriff's car, clearing traffic. Standing on the outside is Arthur Travis of Sacramento, who 
rode a relay on the west bound trip of the ponies. lt was his duty to keep tab of what 
was going on to the rear for the Sheriff's deputy who was driving.

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WILLIAM S. HART—The After Years... 


After his movie making days were over 
“Bill” Hart retired to his beloved Horse Shoe 
Ranch where he lived out his life.

The Horse Shoe Ranch is now Wm. S. Hart Park 
and is under the jurisdiction of the Los Angeles County 
Department of Parks and Recreation 


If a person loves horses it is a grati- 
fying experience to visit the William S 
Hart Park in Newhall, California. Wil 
liam S., or Bill Hart was born in New 
burgh, New York, in 1874. He died in 
Newhall, California, June 23, 1946. Dur 
ing his life span of seventy-two years 
Bill Hart lived as a schoolboy in the 
rural East playmate to Sioux In 
dian boys in Wisconsin and Minnesota 
a ranch hand in the still rugged Dakota 
territories, and eventually, a drama stu 
dent in Europe, followed by many 
Shakespearean roles in the theater 
Throughout his theatrical 
his deep love for dogs and horses and 

still deeper love of the West he had 
toured with his father, a miller by 
trade. It was the combination of these 
which brought him westward to 
Hollywood, California in 1914, when 
at the age of forty, William S. Hart 
began his career in the embryo movie 
industry making western pictures

So success 
ful was Bill Hart's dream of creating 
Western Movies, that in 1926, at the 
peak of his career, Bill Hart retired to 
the mansion he was building, Las 
Lomas los Vientos (The Hill of the 
Winds), high on a hilltop of his 243 
acre HorseShoe Ranch, overlooking the 
little town of Newhall, which had been 
a background for many of his western 
movies 

The mansion itself is typical of the 
flamboyant homes of other stars of that 
era. Of Mediterranean architecture it is 
two stories high and comprised of such 
ornate extras as inlaid beams, circular 
staircases and heavy accessories. Com- 
pleted in 1928 Bill Hart furnished his 
residence with displays of art and his- 
torical objects from his collection. Me-

friend of Hart's. Such was, and remains, 
the residence of William S. Hart, a ver 
itable museum of western lore. A last 
ing monument too to a man’s love for 
horses for there, where least expected 
in a niche in the dining room wall, are 
seven horseshoes mounted on plaques, 
each bearing a name of a horse. A trib 
ute to the seven favorite mounts of Bill 
Hart. Outstanding of these seven is one 
plaque by itself bearing the inscription 
of Fritz. Fritz was a non-blooded pinto 
that Bill Hart rode, admired, eventually 
owned and loved. He himself wrote of 
the little horse; “In one of my first pic 
tures I used a pinto horse named Fritz. 
He weighed only 1,000 pounds but his 
power and endurance were remarkable.” 
Bill Hart's admiration for the little 
horse knew no bounds, It’s evident even 
today, when both horse and master have 
gone on. There are pictures of Fritz, 
painting, photographs, statues; the sil 
ver mounted saddle they used while a 
pair, press clippings, poems written by 
Hart about his horse, and last of all, a 
monument and bronze plaque over the 
little horse’s grave. Bill Hart, so unlike 
many subsequently such western heroes 
gave a lot of credit to his horse 
William S. Hart lived out his retire 
ment on his beloved Horse Shoe Ranch 
Here he spent his remaining years en 
tertaining his many friends, riding his 
beloved horses. relaxing and authoring 
many books about the West. A prolific

writer Bill Hart also wrote many poems 
in memory of his favorite horses or dogs 
who are all interred in their own burial 
plots there on the ranch. With such love 
for animals, it was understandable that 
Bill Hart would make provisions for his 
horses in his will, and following his 
death, his remaining stock roamed the 
ranch in complete retirement. With his 
love for the West, Hart also bequeathed 
his beloved Horse Shoe Ranch to the 
County of Los Angeles to be known and 
used as the William S. Hart Park. It was 
formally opened and dedicated on Sep- 
tember 20, 1958. Before opening to the 
public, many an old horse, even a burro,

The park itself is under the jurisdic 
tion of the Los Angeles County Depart 
ment of Parks and Recreation and open 
daily from 9 a.m. to 6 p.m. Picnic tables 
are scattered throughout the park 
grounds under the shade of massive 
oaks and in full sight of the mansion 
The latter, now the museum along with 
an original Bat’n Board ranch house 
erected in 1903 and furnished in the 
style of 1910, are under the jurisdiction 
of the Los Angeles County Museum of 
History, Science and Art. They are open 
to the public from 10 a.m. to 5 p.m. 
every day except Mondays, Thanksgiv- 
ing and Christmas. 

A curator is on duty at the residence, 
and personally speaking, our family 
spent a pleasant afternoon chatting 
with him and his assistant. We found 
them both extremely enlightening, as 
well as sociable and noticed that they 
answered all inquiries with an eager- 
ness that showed they liked their posi- 
tions and liked to talk with the visitors. 
Entrance to the Park and Museum is 
free, for as Bill Hart dedicated—“This 
Park has been dedicated by William S. 
Hart for the benefit of the American 
Public of every race and creed.” 

Many a horse lover will find such a 
visit truly an enlightening and enjoy- 
able experience.

Denver, September 2—Baby Doll is 
dead—the game little bay mare that 
had earned more than any other horse 
ever in rodeo, over $400,000, carrying 
steer wrestlers to their quarry in the 
nation’s arenas since the early ‘50's, 
died of a twisted intestine Wednesday 
night, August 31st, after the Salina, 
Kansas, rodeo 

Her cowboy owner, Willard Combs, 
put her for the last time in the trailer 
she rode a quarter-million miles, be 
tween rodeos, drove her home to 
Checotah, Oklahoma, for burial 

Thirteen when she died, Baby Doll’s 
career began in 1953 when Combs 
bought her for $4,500 after a season's 
trial. She more than repaid her new 
owner, at once, carrying him to third 
place in the season’s steer wrestling 
standings, earning $7,488 for him out 
right 
| Other steer wrestlers, watching her 
machine-like precision in being in the 
right place at the right time, petitioned 
Combs to ride her.

This season’s winnings have not yet 
been tabulated for Baby Doll but at 
the time of her sudden death, ten of 
the twenty top money winners this 
season in steer wrestling, with a total 
of $56,283, had ridden her whenever 
possible 

Fittingly enough, Combs was the 
last steer wrestler to leave her back. 
She let him down with her customary 
smoothness, with no evidence of the 
attack that was to take her life shortly 
after. 

A veterinary called immediately 
when the mare showed slight signs of 
distress, could do no more than ease 
her pain. No operation could have 
saved her. All that could be done was 
wait and hope—it wasn’t enough.

What seems to be the stimulus that 
has made the great growth of interest 
and the increasing price structure in the 
horse industry over the past few years? 
This question has been asked by many 
horsemen and other people who are not 
even acquainted with horses. Certainly 
no one is so wise as to know all] the 
unswers, but there are several things 
that have a distinct bearing, that are 
most important factors. These factors 
and their importance are well worth 
watching, it seems to this writer, if we 
are to see a little into the future and 
help maintain the stimulus behind the 
market 

Probably the most important quality, 
is that riding horses comes under sports 
and horses are used for many sporting 
events. All types of sports have been 
sort of “struck by lightning” as people 
have more time and want to have fun 
with their leisure. Riding horses is as 
it was in the past, one of the very health 
ful and interesting pursuits that people 
enjoy. Besides, there is the old saying 
‘There is nothing so good for the inside 
of a man, as the outside of a horse.” A 
good many physicians suggest that peo- 
ple ride horseback for exercise. All this 
interest has created a much needed 
market for horses for pleasure, trail and 
show purposes. As this interest in com- 
petitive riding has increased, so have 
the number of shows, parades, rodeos, 
gymkhanas, riding troops, Sunday rop 
ings, etc. For the more active owners, 
these events have made riding and own 
ing horses really fun. This is partic- 
ularly important, for if you are going to 
be a sportsman, you want to have fun 
at it. We must be always making efforts 
to make these activities more fun and 
more congenial for horsemen 

And not only are grown people get 
ting the “horse bug,” but one of the 
greatest groups of buyers are the young 
sters. Many a father has found himself 
getting into the horse business, for fun 
mostly, because young sons and daugh- 
ters just have to own horses. And, par- 
ents know that healthy interest in horses 
for young people is one of the best ways 
to develop their interest in sports, ani- 
mals and sportsmanship. More than that, 
there have been many explosive temp 
ers cooled by young people learning to 
handle horses. For they must keep their 
heads and think faster than the horses, 
if they are going to get along with them. 
But make no mistake about it, horses 
are just as good for mother and dad as 
they are for junior 

As new buyers have purchased horses 
and shown them, they have been en- 
couraged to buy better horses, when 
their first purchases just weren’t good 
enough to win in the competition. If 
we Americans are going to do anything, 
we might as well do it right, and there 
is no use in going to a horse show unless 
we can win, The competitive spirit

pushes and pulls us forward to greater 
heights and better horses 

Here then has been a most important 
stimulant to the industry that has 
spurred breeders to raise better horses 
and likewise has brought about new 
breeders who easily see an expanding 
market and opportunity. But under- 
neath all this studious planning and 
understanding there is the ever abiding 
—love of horses. No matter how you 
slice it, there is something that binds 
men to horses in a relationship that has 
lasted these many centuries, unequalled 
by man’s relationship to any other ani- 
mal. You just don’t have the same feel- 
ing about skis, boats, racing cars or 
anything else 

And another great new force is acting 
on one segment of the horse industry, 
the Quarter Horse business, and there 
are symptoms that it is becoming im- 
portant in some parts of the country 
with Arabians. And that is racing. It is 
getting to be a big business, with more 
racing days for Quarter Horses in many 
states and efforts are bearing fruit to 
develop legalized Quarter Horse racing 
in many states, where now no racing 
exists. To win a race is something. To 
own the horse when he wins a race is 
something more and then the real thrill 
is when you have bred and raised one of 
the top race horses of the day. Just ask 
a successful breeder-owner about it, 
after he has had his picture taken with 
a winner of an important stakes race 
Ask him how he feels. Well, he prob 
ably can't at the moment put it into 
words, but you can see the pleasure and 
sense of achievement written all over 
his face, and in his talk. There just 
ain’t nothin’ like it! 

But what really makes people want to 
bother about horses instead of some 
thing else? Well, guess it is the same 
reason that writers spend a lifetime 
working with horses and horsemen to 
chronicle the activities he sees over the 
years. There is something about horses 
that you don’t duplicate. Perhaps it is 
because at times horses are now more 
satisfying than people. The percentage 
of mean horses that do deliberate things 
to hurt people, seems to be smaller than 
the way some people treat other people 
Horses have large hearts and nearly al- 
ways give their best to man. And there 
is just one more thing, perhaps a litthe 
too deep to really understand easily, but 
the fact that horses are dependent upon 
man for his feed, care and general well 
being, probably has been a force in mak- 
ing man draw closer to him. There 
could be just a little of man’s ego in his 
relationship with his horse.

Well, here we go again, the editor 
must have heard from some of you for 
a few days ago he dropped me a line 
asking if I planned another column, 
and if so to get on the ball as they 
would need it before too long.

A few days at Kirkland for a family 
reunion, where some 76 of us got to 
gether to honor Dad mostly—we sent 
him home on a jet plane, his first air 
ride, and tho he traveled hundreds of 
miles to Oregon and we had but about 
30 to get back to Kirkland, he beat us 
home for he had no traffic. It must be 
a terrific job to weave a horse trailer 
thru it all! 

An early start home, intending to 
stop off at Spokane to visit with the 
Hemstroms, but a good horse sign along 
the hi-way north of Thorp, Washington, 
drew our attention and of course our 
time. Jack Taylor, moved there from 
farther south, brought his quarter 
horses along with him and he has ac 
cumulated more mares unti] he has a 
really nice set-up.

turity has paid back the faith of the 

breeders already 

“Since this race started three years 
ago, quarter horses have tripled in 
value 

“Try to buy any one of these horses 
which ran today and you'll find out. 
Try to book a mare to Tonto Bars Hank 
when he goes into the stud. Try to buy 
one of the mares which produced those 
colts. 

“Here’s the best example I know of. 
A few years ago, a good broodmare 
named Dynaflow Miss sold for $5,000. 
At the time she was producing colts 
which were being nominated for fu- 
turities worth five, 10 and 15 thousand 
dollars. 

“Just a few days ago, I attended a 
quarter horse sale and this same brood- 
mare sold again. This time the price 
was $18,600.

“What caused the difference in 
prices? The Ruidoso Open Futurity 
which now is worth $35,000 is part of 
it, but the biggest reason is the. All- 
American Futurity. Her colts are being 
nominated for a race that will soon be 
hitting $175,000 regularly.” 

Dynaflow Miss’ 1958 foal, for in- 
stance, was one of the 128 original 
nominations for the 1960 All-American. 
Her name is Dynago Miss and she 
finished sixth. But under the 6-monies 
purse schedule for the All-American, 
Dynago Miss earned $6,512 for the 
$2,000 investment in nomination pay- 
ments. 


Hensley continued: 

“Look at the winner. Here’s a good 
one. A year ago, the Whitcombs were 
trying to raise some cash for a business 
venture. They listed Tonto Bars Hank 
with a quarter horse agent for $10,000. 
They just told me in the winners circle, 
they wouldn't sell this colt now-for 
anything jess than a-quarter of a mil- 
lion dollars. 

“We believe this race will give quar- 
ter racing the prestige the $100,000- 
and-up futurity purses give thorough- 
bred racing,” Hensley said. 

Hensley, who had worrietfor-many 
days prior to the All-American that a 
bad start or some other mishap would 
hurt the big race, relaxed after Tonto 
Bars Hank swept to victory. 

“Now, all I have to worry about is 
moving another mountain during the 
off season so we can expand our park- 
ing facilities again,” he said. 

Moving mountains is nothing new to 
Hensley. He’s moved so many in his 
eight years at Ruidoso Downs, it’s al- 
most old hat. 

And, once again, the railbirds are 
betting Gene will find more racing gold 
in them thar hills.
